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Response to Amendment 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Francis, Jr. (2,953,187: figure 3 and column 8, line 12 to column 9, line 14) taken 
together with Morita et al. (4,734,231: figure). 

Francis, Jr discloses an apparatus for forming a composite panel comprising: a 
forming station (4a) configured to form a mat (31) of the raw material, a dry material 
dispensing assembly (26, 27) positioned to introduce a dry additive to the non-adhesive 
fibers prior to the formation of the mat, and a press (40, 39) to apply heat (heater 34) 
and pressure via opposed rollers (40, 39 and column 8, lines 45-48). The non-adhesive 
fibers are supplied by blower (28) and conduit (29) to the forming station (4a). The 
reference states that the potentially adhesive fibers may be of the same length or 
different than the non-adhesive fibers. The reference also states that short fibers and 
fibrils normally considered to be waste can be added using the forming station (4a, see 
column 8, line 56 to column 9, line 14). The reference does not disclose a reservoir for 
raw material. 

Morita et al disclose reservoirs (2 and 3) for raw material for a fiberboard 
production apparatus. 
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It would have been obvious at the time of the invention to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to modify the apparatus of Francis, Jr by using a reservoir for raw material to be 
deposited to form a mat as disclosed by Morita et al as such was a well known manner 
of supplying a material by periodic filling of a reservoir instead of a constant small 
supply. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 18 and 19 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 24-28 are allowed over the prior art of record for the reasons of record. 

5. Claims 20-23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. These claims are allowable for the reasons 
of record.
